2 Dige/ts muſt be acknowledged to have been always 
a Book of univerſal and common Uſe in all Countries æubere the 
Civil Law obtains ; yet when Laurentius Torrentinus had print- 
ed them at Florence in two Volumes in Folio, Anno 1 553, un- 
der the Title of Digeſtorum ſeu Pandectarum libri 50 ex Floren- 
tinis Pandecti raeſentati, not only the great Duke Coſmus 
granted him the fole Privilege of Vending in his own Dominion:

the ſaid Space of Time, on the Penalty of a Fine of 200 Gold Du- 
cats for every Offence, and of Forfeiture of all ſuch — 
Books. The Emperour Charles V granted him the like Privilege, 
to be in Force throughout the Empire and his other Dominions for 


Ten Years, on the Penalty of a Fine of fix Marks of fine Gold, of 


Bit heavy Diſpleaſure, and of the Forfeiture of all the counter- 
feited Copies, where-ever Torrentinus or his Agents ſhould diſ- 
cover them. King Henry II of France yum him the like 
Privilege for Ten Years, on the Penalty of Forfeiture of all coun- 
terfeited Editions, and of arbitrary Puniſhment. And our King 
Edward VI granted him a Privilege, which we chuſe to give at 


large.

this our Injunction, our Will and Pleaſure is, that he ſhall forfeit 
and loſe all ſuch Books, to be lawfully claimed and recovered

reprinting of them in that Kingdom; which Privileges were ob- 
tained for them, as their Letters of Thanks to Thuanus Secu. 
One of thoſe Privileges was to Roſinus for a new Edition of his 
Antiquitates Romanae, @ Book which was then growing into 
common Uſe, and continued to be read in Univerſities and Schools for 
many Years afterwards. 

When the United Provinces of the Netherlands came to make a 
great Figure as a _ State, the Province of Holland thought it 
not unſuitable to their Sovereignty to imitate Princes in making like 
Compliments 4 Privileges for Books to Men of diftinguiſoed Merit 
in the Republick of Letters. Such a one was Mezeray, whoſe 
Hiſtory carries that maſculine Spirit of Liberty in it, as very pro- 
perly recommended him to the Favour of a People, who with fo 


great Conflancy and Fortitude had ſtruggled through infinite Diffi- 


culties to eftabliſh their own Freedom. The States of that Province 
granted him a Privilege for his Abridement of his Hiſtory in 1668. 
But it wwas not long before their natural and juſt Regard for the 
Trade of their own Subjects prevailed over their Generofity to a 
Stranger. This appears by the fullewing Extract of à Privilege 
of theirs to a Dutch Bookſeller. |

The Conſequences of the Privileges granted Abroad for the En- 
couragement of printing Books, have been, 

That the French have enjoyed all the Advantage of their Privi- 
leges within their own Country ; it being well known, that, befides 
the Penalties and Fines to which Offenders are made liable by thoſe 
Privileges, no Books can be imported into the hither Part of France, 
but the Officers at the Frontier Towns and at the Ports are under a 
conſlant Injunction to ſend them up to the Chambre Syndicale (or 
Hall ) of the Company of Bookſellers and Printers of Paris, there 
to be wiewed by the Maſter of the Company and three Aſſitants, be- 

fore they are delivered out: By which Means the importing of fa- 
reign Impreſſions, or Counterfeits as they call them, of their Copies, 
is effetually prevented. As for Books imported into _— _—_— 


Parts of France, there is an incorporate Body of Bookſellers and 


Printers at Lyons, under the ſame Regulations as thoſe of Paris :

1 * — it is incredible what Advantages 


have accrued to their Subjects by the Encouragement given to them, 
by exclußve Privileges, to reprint the moſt uſeful and vendible 
Books publiſhed in the neighbouring Nations, in the learned Lan- 
guages, or in French the common Language almoſt of Europe. 
Great Eſtates have been gained in Holland by reprinting Books æurit- 
ten in France, with which, as well as with the Claſſicks, and 
other Books of Literature, the Dutch have for many Years largely 
ſupplied England, Scotland, and Ireland, as well as Germany 
and the Northern Parts of Europe. No Wonder therefore the 
States give ſuch ample Privileges to encourage Printing, which 
has long plainly appear d to them to be a Staple Manufacture, that, 
by increaſing the Commerce of their Subject, and bringing Wealth 
into their Country, is of certain and ſolid Advantage to the State. 
1t is not only glorious to that Republick to appear to all the World 
to encourage Learning, by granting ſuch Privileges as multiply 
Editions f uſeful Books, which are carried and diſperſed far and 
ewide ; but in Fact it incites their Bookſellers to put the Profeſſors 
in their Univerſities, and other Men of Letters among them, who are 
not few, upon preparing fine Editions of ancient Authors, and com- 
pofing other uſeful Works 3 to which they are animated, not only by 
the ſaid Privileges, but by the Cheapneſs of Paper, which with 
them is a Home Manufa&ure, coſts them little or no Carriage, and 
pays no Duty. 

N. B. The Emperor, who is ſufficiently ſenſible of the Benefits 
arifing from all Trade, and particularly from the Book- Manufac- 
ture, has judged it high Time to allow the People of his Domini- 
ons to treat the Dutch in the ſame Manner as they have uſed all 
their Neighbours, that is, to reprint their Copies upon them, and 
to forbid the importing into his Territories any Book of theirs 
reprinted by his Subjects. |

In the Eighth Year of Queen Anne, an AF paſſed for the Encou- 
ragement of Learning, by veſting the Copies of Printed Books 
in the Authors or Purchaſers of ſuch Copies, during the Times 
therein mentioned. In which Act are the following Clauſes. 


HEREAS Printers, Bookſellers, and other Perſons,

Fan excluſtve Privilege of Fourteen Years for @ large Work be 
granted, it may come to be reprinted cheaper in any lefſer Sizes of 
Volumes in this Kingdom, after the firſt Impreſſion may be gone 
off and ſcarce, before the Expiration of that Term; which 
would 5 for the Benefit of Engliſh Workmen. And as for 
Improvements, if it muſt needs be taken for granted, that no 
Book whatſoever can be printed but ſome Improvements may be 
made to it in another Edition, ( and why not in another after that, 
and fo on ? ) certainly there can never be wanting in Great Bri-

r States General are, in the excluſive Privileges they grant to 


beir Subjefts On the Face of which Privileges it is apparent, 
that they confider this very Point, and determine, that no Preten- 
ces of Improvement ſhall fruſtrate their Subjes of the Benefits they 
intend them by their Grants. So that if a Native of Holland had 
fr undertaken and printed an Edition of ſuch a Book as Thuanus's 
iftory, for Inſtance, and an Engliſh Bookſeller ſhould reprint it 
here with never /o valuable Improvements, the Hollander would 
be fully ſecured by his Privilege from having the Engliſhman's 
Edition brought into and fold in Holland. 

Every body knows the Dutch can print at leaſt as cheap as any 
Nation whatever, and therefore it might very plaufibly be argued 
that they need no exclufive Privileges : And yet in Fact their State 
never denies them ſuch Privileges, to ſecure their Impreſſions of 
Books at Home againſt all Foreign Reimpreſſions of them. Now F4 
in England 1. % impaſſible to print any thing near ſo cheap as t 
Dutch can do, it will be eafily granted that the Undertaker of a la- 
borious and expenſive Work, ought ſo much the rather to be ſecured 
againſt the importing into this Kingdom of a Foreign Reimpreſſion of 
his Book. 

Thuanus, which is now finiſped at London in Seven large Vo- 
lumes in Folio, may undoubtedly be reprinted much cheaper in Hol- 
land, even in the ſame Form and Size, becauſe the Undertaker of the 
London Edition actually expended 16001. in collecting Materials 

for it, and rendring it fit to be publiſhed ; and paid about 7501. 
for the Paper uſed in it; which 2350 l. the Reprenters of it in 
Holland <uill ſave ; and a _—_— Sum befides in the Cheap- 
neſs of Paper there. This Charge alone of 23501. being divided 
on 900 Books (which is the Number of the preſent Impreſſion at 
London) comes to an Expence of 21. 128. 21d. upon each Book. 

And tho the Printer of a Book in any of the Learned Lar- 
guages in England, pays 4. Duties per Ream for the Paper he 
imports from Holland ; yet if his Book be reprinted in Holland, 
it may, as the Law now fands, be imported here, nat at the like 
Duty per Ream for the Paper, which the Engliſhman maſt pay 
before he 4 it in Printing, but at a much leſs Rate per Hun- 
dred Weight. To prove this to be a common Caſe, we Pall in- 
fance only in the ordinary Paper uſed for printing a Book. for com- 
mon Sale, The Rate on all printed or reprinted Books imported 

From Holland, 7s 6s. 8 d. the Hundred Weight : Now every Hun- 
dred Weight of the ordinary Paper that has been imported from Hol- 
land, and uſed in printing Thuanus, has paid a Duty of 14 5. 9d. 

It is therefore humbly ſubmitted, whether for theſe Reaſons the 
Undertaker ſhould not be ſecured and indemmified for the uſual Term 
of Fourteen Years, — an AR of Parliament; probibiting, during 
that Time, all Perſons to print, reprint, or import the faid Book, 


without his Conſent firſt had and obtained in Writing, under the 


fame Penalties as are already provided by the 42 of the 8th of 
Dueen Anne, for the Security of the Proprietors of Engliſh Copies. 
It is alſo humbly hoped it will be favourably confidered by the Le-

of a Book Abroad from an Edition firſt made in Great Britain, does 
nat give 4 Sheet of any Sort to any one of our publick Libraries. 
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
